In order to take care of the rush of contributions that it is now known will come 


Cin Thursday, the Post-Dispatch receiving depot—room 25, old City Hall—will be 


kept open that day until 8 o’clock in the evening, and contributions will be received 
up to that time. 

The many inquiries and profhises to bring in contributions on Thursday in- 
dicate that that will be one of the heaviest days. Keeping open until 8 o'clock will 
also lighten the rush Friday, when the depot will close at noon. 

If the rush of contributions to the Post-Dispatch soldiers’ supply car continues 
as great during Thursday and up to noon Friday as it was Tuesday and Wednesday, 
as it surely will, two cars may be necessary for the transportation of the supplies. 

Tuesday's contributions were very heavy. considering that it was the first day. 

Contributors should not make the mistake of waiting until the last day (Friday) 
to bring in their boxes. 

There will be only four hours—from 8 to 12 noon—during which contributions 
can be received on that day, and a heavy rush might mean that some of the contribu- 
tions would have to be left behind 

It is important. therefore, that contributions, whether perishable or non-perish- 
able, be delivered at the supply depot, room 25, Old City Hall, as soon as possible. 

There need be no fear that early delivery will be injurious to perishable articles, 
as each day’s contributions are delivered after 4 o’clock to the American Refriger- 
ator Transit Co.’s cooling station, where they are put in cold storage.

SLOW WORK’ RECRUITING. 


Government Not Prepared to Supply 
Tents and Blankets at the Bar- 
racks for a Week. 


Adjutant General Bell came up from the 
Rarracks Tuesday night, and will put in 
the day looking after affairs incident to 
the organization of the local portion of 
the volunteer militia, for which officers 
were recently appointed. 

Gen. Bell said te details were progress- 
ing but slowly in connection with the re- 
ecruiting under the second call, but that the 
State officials would be ready before the 
Federal Government. 

“The Missouri quota will scarcely begin 
moving toward the barracks under ten 
days or two weeks—as soon as the Govern- 
ment will be ready with tents and blank- 
ets.” said he. 

“Ry that time,»or a little later, I should 
not be surprised at the issue of a third call 
for volunteers. At any rate, I expect it 


within thirty days, at the outside.”

SHAFTER WILL HAVE_ 
~ 40,000 SOLDIERS. 


According to Present Ideas of the Enemy’s Strength, 
Large Reinforcements Are Needed and Already 
Garretson’s Brigade Has Been Ordered Forward. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON; June 29.—It is stated upon certain official authority that, ac- 
cording to present plans, Gen. Shafter’s army will be increased to at least 40,000 
troops as fast as the men can be transported from the United States. 

Gen. Shafter has informed Secretary Alger that he is rapidly arriving at an ex- 
cellent position and just as soon as he is satisfied with the preparations the attack on 
Santiago will be begun. 

Secretary Alger was asked if he thought the attack would begin within three 
or four days, but he declined to answer the question. It is believed in the War De- 
partment that the principal cause of delay is the desire to place the heavy siege 
guns in commanding positions. : 

Brieadier-General Snyder has been ordered to proceed to Santiago at once with 
the 2d division of the 4th Army Corps. was hoped that he wou'd get away from 
Tampa last night. every effort having be@h made with this end in view. If he did he 
should arrive off Santiago next Saturd 

Active steps have also been taken to forward Gen. Garretson’s brigade. consist- 
ing of the 6th Illinois, 6th Massachusetts, 9th Ohio, 3d Virginia and a battalion of 
colored troops of the 9th Ohio. Vessels now at Newport News, which have been 
offered to the Government, may be accepted to carry these troops. If the Government 
securgs these ships the brigade may leave Camp Alger to-day and sail in about 
four Gays. 

This force, with Gen. Snyder's, will add 13,000 troops to Shafter’s army, bring- 
ing his forces up to about 33,000 men. War Department officials say they have re- 
ports giving the strength of the Spanish troops to be met in the advance upon San- 
tiago, but when asked to say what these reports show they decline to furnish the in- 
formation to the public. 

With reference to the press report announcing that 20,000 Spanish soldiers have 
arrived at Santiago since the beginning of the American advance they reply, how- 
ever, that they have received no advices to that effect. Military officials, in speaking 
of the statement that the roads about Santiago have been mined by Gen. Linares, 
say that the best evidence that they have not been is the fact that troops passed over 
the roads without any mines having been encountered.

Misleading the Public. 


The office of a careful edited newspaper 
in these times is not unlike the head- 
quarters of a metropolitan fire department. 

Everything must be in readiness to issue 
on the click of the teiegraph wire, but the 
fact is that almost daily editions are put 
to press whieh never leave the pressroom. 

There are many false alarms the readers 
never hear of.

What War means tO a newspaper. 
A.arming buietins are numesus. “War 
bulietin:!’’ shouls one of tne spec.al te.e- 


Srapn operatcrs. The news editors are at 
once active. slaps Of the reported point ol 
engagement, cuts of the saips and of the 
commanders of th&engaged iturces are svon 
in hand. Then comMes the important point 
of verification. burst the Assvuciated Press 
iS SOUNGed at its Chicago headquarters by 
wire. Washington is notified. New Yorn 
is queried to ascertain if corroboration has 
come from the correspondent of any other 
paper and altained tne publicity ot bu.le- 
tining. In the meantime the preparation of 
the edition goes on. Type is set, forms 
made up, stereotype plates cast, presses 
dressed and then probabiy comes trom sume 
of the numerous points of inquiry informa- 
tion discrediting the first report. All the 
work of issuing an edition has been done, 
but the public never sees the paper. 

An illustrative incident of the difficulty of 
discriminating between the true and the 
false was given in the early stages of the 
complications with Spain in the reported 
drowning of the captain of the Vizcaya in 
New York Bay. The Spanish fighting ship 
was in the bay on a friendiy visit. At 8 
o’clocK it was reported at the Barge Office 
at the Battery in New York that the gig 
of Capt. Eulate of the Vizcaya had been 
run down by a tug and the captain and 
attendant otticers drowned at a point olf 
Tompkinsville. 

By special wire txis report was brought 
to the Post-Dispatca. The incident would 
have been one of tremendous importance 
in its consequences, following the destruc- 
tion of the Maine. 

The edition was prepared and the plates 
put on the presses, to be released on con- 
firmation. The Associated Press confirmed 
the report. A few minutes iater the special 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch at New 
York visited the Barge Office and there 
learned that the American tug was the At- 
te teh This information was subsequently 

read through the country by the Asso- 
clated Press. The report was apparently 
true. On the final confirmation the presses 
were started. One thousand papers were 
printed and put in the hands of circulators, 
when the New York Bureau of the Post- 
Dispatch cast the first doubt on the truth 
of the report when it wae ascertained that 
the Atwater was then in East River and its 
officers reported no accident on docking. 

The presses were stopped, courters on foot 
and in cabs were dispatched on a hurried 
cross sectioning of the central pees of the 
cify. the distributing wagons were over- 
hauled and the papers returned to the office 
before more than a few dozen were sold. 
Within a half hour the falsity of the re- 
oo & ix established and the edition was

A “Modest Correspondent. 
Richard Harding Davis In the Jn!y Scribner's. 

To every one of the questions asked the 
Spanish Lieutenants by Capt. Chadwick, 
through Scovel, the latter added six of his 
own, inquiring as to how many troops the 
Spaniards had placed along the coast, where 
forts were situated, where patrols met, an¥ 
how deep th. water was in certain ports. 
Every how and then Chadwick would say, 
“That will do, tell him he is free,’’ but 
Scovel would object: *“‘No, don’t let him go 
yet, he is telling me things he shouldn't.” 

And then Scovel would smiie with his 
innocent blue eyes upon the prisoner, nod 
encouragingly, and the unhappy Lieutenant 
would proceed to give him the information 
that blockading squadron desired. 

The name of Sylvester Scovel is probably 
better known in Cuba that that of any other 
American, even that of Fitzhugh Lee. He 
is certainly more cordiaily hated than any 
other of the ‘“‘nation of pigs,’’ and a reward 
of $10,000 was for some time placed upon his 
head, The Spaniards captured him once, 
after he had cluded them hundreds of 
times; the Senate of the United States de- 
manded that he should be set at liberty, 
and after a month's imprisonment he was 
released. To-day if he ge be taken in 
Cuba, he would be shot 6r hung on the in- 
stant, and the death of no other American 
would, I believe. cause such universal re- 
joicing among Spanish officers and Spanish 
residents. Consequently, it was rather 
amusing to see Spanish Lieutenant Juan 
de Rio clinging close to Scovel’s elbow, and 
showing him the utmost deference and 
gratitude. Scovel wore a yachting cap and 
a suit of blue serge, so it is probable that 
the Spaniard mistook him for one of the 
ship's jumicr officers, But when they parted, 
after Scovel had shown him over the ship, 
there was a little scene. They had said 
farewell with many flourishes and the 
Spaniard had, after the fashion of his race, 
made a little speech to the effect that he 
saw it was as impossible to surpass the 
courtesy of an American officer as to sur- 
pass his warship. 

“You have been most kind to me.” he 
added, “and I shall always remember it.”’ 

Scovel iaughed and nodded. “‘My name is 
Syivester Scovel,” he said, bowing. “I am 
the correspondent of the New York World 
and the St. Lou!s Post-Dispatch.

JOCKEY AKER GAYS TRAINER 
DIEBAULT ASKED HIM TO 
USE ONE. 


TURF SCANDAL AT LATONIA. 


An Investigation Which Ends in the 
Suspension of Arthur Duffy’s 
Trainer and Horses. 


The electric battery or electric saddle, 
which first appeared on the outlawed tracks 
around St. Louis and which occasionally 
bobbed up on the big race courses, came to 
the surface again on Monday of this week 


at Latonila, 

On that day Jockey Aker appesred before 
the Latonta judges and asked to be re- 
leased from the contract which Arthur 
Duffy has on his services. He prefaced his 
request with a serious charge against 
‘Butch’ Diebault, the trainer for Duffy. The 
boy accused Diebault of having tried on 
several occasions to get him to use an elec- 
tric battery on horses ridden by him—not 
only horses In the Duffy string, but also on 
outside mounts. He said that when Die- 
bault first made that sort of a proposition 
to him he refused to do as requested, giving 
as one reason for his refusal his inability 
to handle the device. The battery whic 
the trainer wanted him to use was a small 
affair—a magnet battery—to be carried in 
the hand. ; 

After hearing Aker’s statement, the 
judges sent for Diebault. He denied the 
jockey’s charge and then made a counter 
charge that Charles Showalter, a former 
valet of the jockey, had told him that 
Aker had used an electric saddle. 

The boy promptly informed the judges 
that Showalter is now in the employ ol! 
the L. & N. Railroad, and requested that 
a policeman be sent for him down to Mill- 
Rate One of the track detectives was dis- 
patehed for Showalter, and he was brought 
to the track without knowing why he had 
been summoned. 

In the presence of Diebault he was asked 
whether he had ever said that Aker used 
an electric saddle. He emphatically de- 
nied ever having said anything of the kind, 
He furthermore denied ever having had 
any conversation with Diebault, an said 
that he never had any use for him, or 
words to that effect. his, of course, put 
Diebault In a bad position. The judges de- 
cided to look further into the matter. They 
will wait until Mr. Duffy can be seen. In 
the meantime Aker has, pending a further 
investigation into the matter, been released 
from his contract and no further entries 
will be received from the stable until the 
matter has been settled.

Crop Bulletin Says the Greater Part of 
It Has Been Cut Short. 
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COLUMBIA, Mo., June 2.—The United 
States Department of Agriculture climate 
and crop bulletin of the Weather Bureau, 
Missourl section, for the week ending yes- 
terday, says: 

“The mean temperature of the past week 
was very near the normal in all sections of 
the State, and there was somewhat more 
than the usual amount of sunshine. ulte 
heavy showers fell in a few scattered lo- 
ecalities,. but up to Saturday the rainfall was 
generally light and interfered very little 
with farm work. In a few counties, princi- 
pally in the southern sections, growing 
crops have suffered to some extent from 
drought, but as a rule there has been. suf- 
ficient moltsture for present needs, and the 


dry weather has been very favorable for 
harvest and the cultivation of corn. SBhow- 
ere appear to have been general during 


Saturday night and Sunday, however, very 
heavy downpours eget 4 in some locall- 
tles. overflowing the smaller streams and 
damaging crops along the bottoms, 

“Wheat harvest is practically completed 
in many of the southern counties, and is 
now in progress in the central and north- 
ern, Thrashing has commenced in_e the 
southeastern counties. Special reports re- 
garding the condition of the crop indicate 
that it haa been very badly damaged by 
wet weather, rust and chinch bugs, In «a 
few of the southeastern counties and in lo- 
calities In other sections the yield will be 
above the average, but over much the 
greater part of the State the crop has been 
eut short from one-fourth to one-haif, and 
a lerge portion of the grain wil) be of very 
poor quality. In @ few localities the crop 
ie reported as hardly worth cutting. 

“Oats have aleo suffered from the sume 
causes to a greater or lesa extent, an 
while in many counties the crop still prom- 
ines well, in others it will be very light. 
Cutting is general in the southern coun- 
ties, and will begin In the central section 
thie week. 

“Rye is belng cut én the northern coun- 
ties, Much ork has been done in the corn 
fields during the week, but in the central 
and northern counties a considerable or- 
tion of the crop is «till very weedy. Where 
not choked by weeds and grass, ee 
looking well and making rapid growt. 
Much of {it has been laid by tn the southern 
counties, and the earliest Melds are being 
laid by In the northern sections. Some 
planting is e#till being done in a_number of 
the northern counties. In afew of the 
southern counties corn adjoining wheat 
fields is being killed by chinch bugs, and 
they are going Into the fields tn large num- 
bers In many places. Meadows etill prom- 
lee a heavy crop.
